Edmund  B.  Flink,  M.D.,  Ph.D. 

(1914-1992) 

Dr.  Flink  received  his  M.D.  and  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  remained  there 
until  1960.  During  his  time  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  he  served  as  Professor  of  Medicine 
and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  at  the  Minneapolis  V.A.  Hospital.  From  1960  to 
1976,  Dr.  Flink  served  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  at  West  Virginia 
University  School  of  Medicine.  From  1976  until  his  death  in  1992,  Dr.  Flink  was  a  Benedum 
Professor  of  Medicine  at  West  Virginia  University.  Dr.  Flink  was  a  gifted  and  compassionate 
physician  and  scientist  who  touched  the  lives  of  many  students,  physicians,  patients,  and  their 
families.

The  noted  American  sculptor  Milton  Horn  was  commissioned  in  1954  to  create  a  visual  history  ot  the  healing  arts  for  th< 
proposed  West  Virginia  University  Medical  Center.  He  produced  eight  panels  depicting  important  developments  and 
personages  in  the  history  ot  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing  and  pharmacy. 

Medical  Center  architect  Cyrus  E.  Silling  had  chosen  Horn  to  do  the  sculptures.  The  artist  took  a  year  for  research, 
collaborating  with  his  wife  Estelle,  before  selecting  16  milestones  in  the  health  sciences  and  beginning  work.  The  reliefs, 
installed  in  October,  1956,  have  become  the  emblem  of  the  West  Virginia  University  Medical  Center. 


"These  works  transcend  mere  illustration,"  Horn  said.  "Rather,  they  portray  the  spirit.  At  times,  one  panel  symbolizes 
events  that  occurred  a  century  or  more  apart,  yet  there  is  unity  in  each  panel  and  in  all  of  them  together."

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RELAXATION 

Ephraim  McDowell  staged  a  miraculous  surgery  in 
1809  when  he  diagnosed  and  removed  a  large  ovari- 
an tumor  from  a  Mrs.  Jane  Todd  Crawford,  without 
the  benefit  of  anesthesia  or  antiseptic.  The  patient 
lived  at  least  another  ten  years  according  to  records. 
Ignaz  Semmelweis  noticed  that  women  who  delivered 
at  home  were  less  likely  to  die  of  childbed  fever  than 
those  who  delivered  in  the  birthing  wards.  He  also 
noticed  that  women  who  were  examined  by  doctors 
coming  fresh  from  the  autopsy  room  had  the  highest 
incidence  of  puerperal  fever.  By  instituting  hand- 
washing with  chlorinated  lime  before  each  physical 
exam  by  student  doctors,  Semmelweis'  wards  saw 
maternal  mortality  from  childbed  fever  drop  from 
30%  to  less  than  2%.
